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PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


_ To the citizens of the town of Northumberland: 


The Library Committee takes pleasure in submitting the 
following report: 

Our Public Library has at the present time approxi- 
mately five thousand volumes, two thousand of which are 
in circulation. We have four hundred borrowers who 
have taken from this hbrary during the past year twelve 
thousand books. The library has been open two days a 
week, Wednesday and Saturday afternoons and evenings. 

We received from the last town meeting three hundred 
dollars with which to pay our librarian, purchase fuel, re- 
pair worn books and to enlarge the library by purchasing 
new books. We find that this sum is far from adequate. 

About forty per cent of our circulating books are in 
such condition that they need to be resewed and rebound. 
This would cost about forty-five cents per volume, and the 
total would amount to about three hundred dollars. The 
books are being rapidly worn, and unless they are rebound 
they will soon be in such a condition that they must be 
taken from the shelves. 

The children’s books are practically all very old, and it 
is necessary that they be replaced by new books. The chil- 
dren have certain shelves of their own on which their books 
are kept, and it is right that their wants should be met. 

The library should be open three days a week instead of 
two, but in order to do this, the librarian should receive a 
substantial increase in salary. Perhaps it would be inter- 
esting for the people to know how our library compares 
with the libraries of the surrounding towns.

It will be seen from the above statistics that our town 
is not doing as well by its library as the surrounding 
towns. We are, therefore, recommending that the town 
appropriate a more adequate sum for the library in order 
that the existing difficulties may be remedied, and that our 
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library may be placed upon an equal standing with the 
other libraries of this part of the state. 

The New Hampshire State Library Commission has of- 
fered to us the assistance of its secretary, Miss Grace Kings- 
land, who has promised to come sometime during the sum- 
mer and assist our librarian in every way possible in order 
that the library may extend its usefulness. The only ex- 
pense connected with her assistance is that of meeting 
her living expenses while here.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Northumberland: 


The vital acts which make possible school work are 
found in the financial report. I wish to speak of a few 
things which have engaged the attention of the School 
District Officers during the year covered by this report. 


The Bonus 


One large administrative problem which confronted us 
was the bonus money which was voted at the last annual 
meeting. The sum of $100 per teacher was asked. This 
was to make a comparable wage to other places and to 
meet greatly inereased living expenses. It was also plan- 
ned to raise the teacher wage for the coming year an 
additional $100. Funds were asked to meet this condition 
and they were cheerfully granted. Then the bonus was 
asked for and the amount for which we asked was doubled. 
In other words, by paying the entire bonus during the 
spring term; we would raise the teacher wage to the 
standard which was set for the coming year. Then, with 
the money at our disposal, no increase could possibly be 
offered to induce teachers to remain beyond the expiration 
of their contracts in June, 1920. The new contract which 
we would have had to offer would have been identical with 
the old. 

Taking counsel with representative citizens of the com- 
munity, the conclusion was reached that the spirit of the 
purpose in giving the bonus was to retain good teachers. 
Therefore, in its distribution, one-half the amount raised 
was given to each teacher before the end of the year. The 
remainder was offered to each teacher who would con- 
tinue to work in Groveton for the coming year. Thus it 
was possible to make reasonable. advances in contracts, 
and many of our best teachers remained with us. We 
do not see how the matter could have been handled other- 
wise without heavy loss both in service and efficiency. 
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Fire Escape and Snow Guards . 


At the last annual meeting the district voted to erect 
fire escapes and place snow-guards on the elementary 
school building. The fire escape has been placed, and is 
a substantial improvement. The snow-guards have not 
been placed owing to our inability to obtain the right 
kind of labor for this work. However, we have the assur- 
ance of being furnished with skilled labor for this work 


in the early spring or summer. Probably the cost of the 
snow-guards will be a trifle larger than our estimates, mak- 
ing necessary a small additional appropriation. 


Health 


A thorough examination of each pupil was made in the 
early part of the school year. Statistical data of each 
child’s condition were collected and entered upon indi- 
vidual charts. Reports were sent to the homes. Occa- 
sional ‘clinics were held, and children and parents were 
advised to attend to the many physical hindrances to health 
and progress. 

Our records show that four deformed children have 
been treated, 25 children have repaired defective teeth, 15 
children have had bad tonsils removed and 15 children have 
been treated for adenoids. The treatment for vision and 
hearing has not been reported, but the number is encour- 
aging. This work was all before the arrival of the public 
health nurse. 

Although not a part of ‘this report, we want to digress 
enough to say that the greatest good that has come to us 
in this work is the present, practical co-operation of Miss 
Wheeler, the public health nurse. We want to say that, 
so far as we can see, the expenditure of no public money 
is bringing more to the present and future benefit of the 
citizens of Groveton. We are coming strongly to the con- 
clusion that schools and homes are exceptionally fortunate 
in the ministrations of Miss Wheeler. 


Insurance 


The matter of insurance was discussed at our last meet- 
ing, and a few facts may be of interest along this line. 
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The exact insurance placed upon our several buildings, 
including the furniture and equipment, is as follows: 


Elementary School Building $38,500.00 
High School Building 58,400 
Northumberland Building 700.00 
No. 7 Building 450.00 
No. 6 Building 400.00 
Forbes Building 400.00 
No. 8 Building 300.00 


Insurance premiums for the coming year, on present 
policies, are approximately $225.00. 


District Indebtedness 


Just why we have to ask for a considerable sum of 
money each year for bonds, notes and interest is tabulated. 
The indebtedness relates to two bond issues raised to build 
two schoolhouses. It also embraces two loans by notes. 
One loan was $9,000 to complete the High School building. 
The other loan of $6,000 was to carry the schools from 
March, 1919, to Sept., 1919, to meet a condition caused 
by changing the fiscal year of school districts. 


Our present standing is as follows: 
Old school bonds, 1908 issue of $30,000 at 44%%, reduced 


to $12,000. 

New school bonds, 1916 issue of $34,000 at 4%, reduced 
to $28,000. 

New school notes, 1917 issue of $9,000, at 4%2%, reduced 
to $5,279.71. 


Loan account, school year, 1919 of $6,000 at 5%, reduced 
to $5,000. 

We retire annually $1,500 on each bond issue and $1,000 
on each note issue. Until the notes are paid this will re- 
quire annually approximately $7,000. This is a public 
responsibility spread over a long period of time. The debt 
may seem large, but the property represented by this debt 
is easily worth three times the entire indebtedness.
